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Now herein make I no 1ote of diffe- 
rence , betweene the loue which aman

_ fireto emoy whatſocuer 3s beautitull. For 
I call that beautic, which a man thinkes to 


be 250d, and (as he in the beginning of | 


his Erhicques calles it) the apparant good, 
which 1s the end of al our actions. Likwilc 
Plars,ſpeaking of this beautie diſputes it 
ingenerall , asthe brauty of a vertuous 
man 's nothing els bur his vertue : which 


(layth Cicero) 1f it appeare tothe eyes of 


men, we may eaſily preſume, how louely 
1t makes him to them that beholdes it. 
But ro particularize this matter, we wall 
ſpeak of the lone of man toward a womi, 
and then muſt we fay in tructh , that it 
4s athing ſo naturall , as thereis no neede 
of other proofe, ſeeing by common ſence 
we vnderſtand & call thatnaturall, which 
by natureis as vſual to beaſts as men. ; 
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And therefore Jer me fay of him that 
feeles not this patſion, as a Courtezan®© 
did of one hich made loue to her, who. 
ſhewed himſclfe ſo cold and dull in his 
amorous blandiſhmentes : that though 
_ (quoth ſhe)T have moned many men, 
by much lefle kindnefle then Thaue ſhew- 
entothec,yet I finde all this fauaur loſt 
which hath becne beitowed onthec,be- 
cauſe thou appeareſt to be no man, but ra- 
_ thera hard and inſ{enſible (tone. 
' And venly the phiſitions doe ſhew by 
the anotamiec of our bodies, that awan 
being co:npoſed of fleſh,blood,and hiso- 
ther partes, mull neccflaiily be ſubieR to 
the humour wherewith he 1s borne : as he 
to veeld to hunger, thirſt and other appe- 
fites, which pertake with the dif} poſition of 
our blood.

| he ſhould maintayne his body, which 
takes alteration BY euaporcd n ornikmeſ; 
and defireth continually 3ew fomentati- 
'on,and fo hunger wſtroEtcth man when

But leaue we this loue or indignation 
naturall, which rather 15 beaſtly then hu= 
mane, By lervs ſpeake of that Yo which 
addreſſcth-it ſelte to the minde, heh a 
man Joues a fayre perſon, wife and of ' 
good vrace. And to fpeake ingenerally of 
is ought ro be as well vnderſtood 
of the minde as the bodie : for one 15 a- 
morousof the 1minde, to acknowledge 1n 
the other perſon, [ what or other 
greens with our nature,fuch as 1s hiking 
2 1oreeable with vs. Now to know what 
ov one minde hath of an orher, we m ay 
anſiyere, that as cone bodie 15 glad of an 0- 
ther dis {o one 1ninde of an other, ſo 
the fruntion & deleht is in the ſame 1nan- 
ner funpathized. T hen he that loueth,de- 
iresthat the thoughts of his mind,way v- 
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nite &1 toyne themſclucs withthe thoughts 
ofthe perſon beloued, andas the body of 
the one recciues the others bodie mn cor- 
porall pleaſure, ſo theminde nught meete_. 
with another minde,and zine it Fi ther 
to, as 1a coimmunucation of hartes, ſo of 
willes,feruing one anothers yſ{c,and taking 
oneyther part a mutuall concord in de- 
fire,and no greater delight can be ſpoken 
of, then when one Rs himſclfe as well

Behold then 
v/herin the benefit of loue cofaſteth, nor ci 
any a{lzzne other cauſe of the good which 
is felt by delight of the mind, then that we 
find of our ſelues, which makes euery man 
well borne, defire to be reputed, eſteemed 
& loued of cucry one, eſpecially rhe who 
he loueth & reverenceth,as of his prince,of 
honorable gentlemen, and al his other wel 
willers beſide . Neuertheleſle , becauſeit 
happeneth often times , that when one. 
ſpeakes of louce, we rather ynderſtand the 
loue which a man bearesto a woman,then 
that which one man carics to another: 
ſo may I weil laye , and that by good 
ache, 41:n loues a woinan more thenhe 
can doe any man whatſocuer, for there 
sno one but *111 contefle,that two cords 
or {irin»s binde and hold more ſtrongly 
then one can do. It tl ent be fo.this muſt 
neccllarily be hikewtlc orawnted, that man 
and woiran beets 10yncd together in 
body and minde,ther loue is niore firme 
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and triQtthen thatof man to man can be, 
beeing lincked tozether but in minde 
onely.

mo, While then the man hath this aduan- 
> | tage 


tage ouer a woman , he may well ſcrue his 
owneturne if he be wiſe,and yet without 
_ preſumption or affeftion. For preſumptis 
is a ſigne of a mans pleaſing himſelfe, at- 
tnbuting glorie to his owne aQtions,deſpis | 
ſing and condemning the deedes of others, 
becauſe himſelfe would be exalted aboue 
them . Preſumpion is very daungerous, 
in language, bchauijour orotherwiſe,wher- 
fore it is euermoreto be ſhunned,as much 
becauſe it diſpleaſeth, as alſo in regardeir 
hinders credit of whatſocuer weſaye, for 
each one would kcepe himſeclfe from 
an hydden cnenuie : morcouer I hauc 
heard, that rhe arte reputed to be moſt re- 
quiſite,1s3r which maketh leaſt ſhewe of 
arte, but conceales it ſelſe with greateſt 
diſcretion.

preuailes very much, that makes hirſclfe 
treaſurer & ſecretarie of his ladies neareſt
